Herriot Blocks Premier Doumer-

Chamber of Deputies.

PARIS, Nov. 2.—Premier Gaston 
Doumergue seemed likely today to 
be forced from office by the re- 
fusal of the powerful Radical So- 
cialist Party, headed by Edouard 
Herriot, to give him increased 
power to dissolve the Chamber of 
Deputies. 

President Albert Lebrun . was 
striving to effect a compromise and 
save the “truce government,” set 
up after rioting last February.

Doumergue was said by friends 
to be tired and discouraged. As- 
sociates say he tinds it difficult to 
understand why political partisan- 
ship continues to disturb the coun- 
try when the nation is troubled 
from within by economic distress 
and threatened from without by the 
danger of a clash with Germany.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—The United 
States will have to find a new Davis 
Cup doubles combination. 

George Lott of Chicago, regarded 
as the world’s foremost exponent 


of tennis’ tandem game, has quit 
amateur ranks and joined Big Bill 
Tilden’s touring professionals. 

Lott signed a contract with Til- 
den and Big Bill's partner, Bill 
O’Brien, for a four months’ tour 
four days ago, but announcement 
was withheld in the hope that Les- 
ter Stoefen, co-holder with Lott of 
the national doubles championship 
for the past two years, also would 
join the fold. 

Stoefen, however, has not made 
up his mind. 

“I have been considering several 
offers for some time,” Stoefen said 
at Los Angeles yesterday, “but I 
have signed no contract and am 
not prepared to say now when, or 
if, I will.” 

Despite the towering Californian’s 
non-committal statement, Far West- 
ern followers of the professional 
game said it was almost certain 
Stoefen would join the tour, start- 
ing in January. 

Rejects Flat Guarantee. 

Lott signed his contract on the 
basis of a cut in the gross gate 
receipts, rejecting a flat guarantee 
of $10,000. 

Lott’s decision to join the Tilden 
enterprise gives American Davis 
Cup hopes a severe jolt, regardless 
of whether or not Stoefen follows 
his partner’s suit. 

Lott won the national doubles t!- 
tle five timey twice with Stoefen 
as his -partner, twice with John 
Doeg, and once with John Hennes- 
sey. He has been co-holder of the 
national mixed doubles crown three 
times, twice with Betty Nuthall as 
his partner and once—this season— 
with Helen Jacobs. 

In First 10 Seven Times. 

Although famed mostly for his 
doubles skill, Lott has been a first- 
rate singles player ever since his 
intercollegiate days at the Univer- 
sity af Chicago. He was ranked 
in the American “first ten” nine 
times and five times was listed in 
the world’s “first ten.” 

Lott first gained national recogni- 
tion in’ 1924 when he was ranked 
ninth in the “first ten.” His rank- 
ings thereafter follow: 1926—ninth; 
1928—third; 1929—fourth;: 1930— 
seventh; 1931—second; 1933—tenth. 

His departure from the “Simon- 
pure” fold is the second blow struck 
this week at America’s 1935 Davis 
Cup hopes. Two days ago Frank 
X. Shields, America’s No. 1, signed 
a@ seven-year movie contract and it 
is expected that his new undertak- 
ings will take up too much time to 
permit him .to engage actively in 
tennis.

In the first place some of the 
rules in Vogue in the National 
League are slightly different from 
those to which local followers of 
the game have been accustomed. 

Use Different Goal Net. 

The National League—the big 
league of hockey—uses the Art 
Ross net, different than that used 
in the American Association. It is 
designed to keep the puck from 
bouncing out onto the ice once it 
has been shot into it. The Ross net 
is not 100 per cent perfect in this 
respect, but it is better than others. 

It is six feet across the front 
and four feet high. The back is a 
semi-circle divided into two sections 
and the webbing used is loose where 
other nets are taut. The idea is 
that once the puck hits the back 
of the net it drops down to the ice 
whereas with a tight webbing it 
frequently bounces out. 

Penalties in the major leagues 
are similar to those in the minor. 
Players who trip, slice, hook or 
cross check are penalized two min- 
utes, while more serious offenses 
draw a five-minute stay in the box 
and others a match penalty, that 
for deliberately injuring an oppo- 
nent or for kicking him, among 
other things. 

Must Have Four Men on Ice. 


Delayed penalties are the order, 

also. That is a team must have 
four men on the ice at all times. 
So if two men are in the penalty 
box and another is penalized, his 
time does not begin until the first 
man is on the ice again. 
| There is a penalty face off in the 
|National League which is different 
‘from the minors. When a goal ten- 
i\der holds a puck more than 30 sec- 
‘ons or throws it forward after mak- 
‘ing a stop, the puck is faced off 
|10 feet directly in front of his goal, 
'rather than at the side as has been 
'the custom here. 
The penalty free shot is new. 
That means that when a player is 
‘tripped, when it appears that he 
‘has an open shot at the goal, the 
ireferee may stop play and award 
| the offended side a free try at the 
‘goal. In that case any player on 
ithe side sinned against may take a 
‘shot at the goal from a circle 38 
‘feet in front of the net with only 
‘the goal tender allowed to stop the 
‘puck. If the try is successful, of 
course, a point is awarded. If it 
fails, the puck is faced off in the 
icenter.

MISSOURI SEED CORN 
CONSERAVTION PLANS 


Program Worked Out at Con- 
ference of Authorities in 
Washington. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Tenta- 


tive plans for the conservation of 
the dwindling supply of seed corn 
in Missouri were perfected yester- 


day as the result of u series of con- 
ferences between State authorities 
and officials of the Department cf 
Agriculture. 

The plan, which must have the 
approval both of Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Wallace and Federal Re- 
lief Administrator Hopkins, con- 
templates use of the Missouri Re- 
lief organization in buying seed 
corn which ultimately will be sold 
to the Seed Conservation Commit- 
tee of the Department of Agri- 
culture. 

As tentatively outlined, the plan 
calls for the purchase of corn 
from Missouri farmers with relief 
funds available in the State and its 
assembling, testing and sorting by 
relief workers. 

The corn suited for planting 
would be purchased by the Seed 
Conservation Committee, and thus 
the relief funds allocated to the 
State would be available for other 
uses. The idea was understood to 
have met with the approval of the 
Conservation Committee. 

Crossley Heads Delegation. 

A group of Missourians headed 
by Wallace Crossley, State Relief 
Administrator, began a series of 
conferences with officials of the 
Department early in the week to 
develop a means of checking the 
dissipation of the visible supply of 
seed corn. 

Department of Agriculture offi- 
cials estimate 950,000 bushels of 
seed corn are needed to plant Mis- 
souri’s normal acreage, with allow- 
ances for the normal amount of 
replanting.

HULL SAYS U. S. NOW 


‘Asking Other Nations to Help 
Undo Damage of Our 
Collective Action.’

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—Secretary 
of State Cordell Hull mapped a 
course of internationalism in trade 
last night with the United States 


as a world leader. 

“Extreme Nationalism, if persist- 
ed in, is destined soon to wreck our 
entire structure of western civili- 
zation,” he said in an address read 
to the Foreign Trade Association 
by Francis B. Sayre, Assistant Sec- 
retary of State. 

Hull rested in Pinehurst, N. C., 
recovering from bronchial trouble 
which it was feared might be ag- 
gravated by the strain of a long 
speech.

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A LITTLE CHAT ABOUT 
NEXT WEEK'S MENUS 


Adequate Breakfasts Necessary 
for Good Nutrition; Best 
Means of Starting Day 
Right. 


A good breakfast is one of the 
best means of starting the day 
right. In the first place, it is nec- 
essary from the nutrition standpoint 
in order to supply the fuel for the 
morning’s energy needs, and the 
building and repair material for 
everyday living. A cup of coffee 
and a little fruit juice cannot do 
this, yet many people start morn- 
ing after morning on such fare and 
|wonder why they are so done up 
‘by noon. This week’s meals place 
‘especial stress on breakfasts. Fruit 
‘of some kind should be included in 
‘every breakfast menu, as it is a 
fine aid in stimulating peristaltic 
action and thus helping prevent 
constipation. Cereals are valuable 
as a source of energy, and eggs or 
bacon or fish or a meat such as 
sausage or kidneys or hash supply 
building material. The breakfast 
habit is a queer one—either you 
have accustomed yourself to eat- 
ing a moderate meal or because of 
late rising and haste or laziness you 
may have acquired that of the cof- 
fee and fruit variety. It is very 
easy to form the latter, but your 
‘general health is likely to suffer 
for it, especially if your morning 
js a busy one. 

Variety Suggested. 

In planning breakfasts this week, 
you will see that a good variety is 
suggested. Grapefruit and oranges 
are good in quality and flavor now, 
but it is better not to depend on 
‘them entirely for breakfast fruit. 
'On Sunday we will serve grapefruit, 
well chilled and garnished with two 
‘canned figs. Pour a little of the 
fig syrup over the fruit pulp to 
sweeten it. The combination is de- 
licous. Orange juice does for Mon- 
day and is supplemented by the 
dates that are added to the cereal 
'five minutes before serving. The 
\dried fruits are valuable for their 
/mineral content, and their supply 
jof sugar provides good energy. 
| Dates, raisins and figs should all be 
used frequently. Grapejuice offers 
‘a pleasant change from orange 
|juice, and because of its iron con- 
'tent, should be used often. Well 
ichilled it is a good morning appe- 
'tizer. Baked apples,’ sliced or- 
‘anges and stewed prunes_ served 
|with a little orange juice make up 
‘the rest of the breakfast fruits sug- 


gested for this week. 


Cereals Alternated. 
| Vary the kinds of cereals you 
‘serve so the family will not get 
| tired of them. It is no more expen- 
sive to keep three or four kinds on 
hand and use them alternately than 
to buy one box and use it every 
day until it is gone, before serving 
another variety. On cold mornings 
a hot cereal is likely to be more ap- 
pealing than a cold one, though if 
the rest of the meal is, for instance, 
made up of sausage and griddle 
cakes, one of the  ready-to-serve 
types may be used. 

Variety in the kind of bread 
served also adds interest to break- 
fast and is an aid in increasing ap- 
petites. Toast day in and day out 
is bound to become tiresome, no 
matter how much we may like it. 
Muffins, hot rolls, pop-overs, spoon 
bread, French toast, biscuits, cof- 
fee cake—there are a dozen differ- 

ent kinds of bread that are applica- 
ble to the breakfast table; see that 
you ring in a change occasionally. 

And remember that there are 

other foods than eggs to make the 
extra hot dish. Eggs, however, are 
| likely to remain a favorite, but do 
| serve them in various ways. Scram- 
| bled with slices of well cooked sau- 
sage meat is one good way, poached 
| in milk or tomato juice is another, 
| shirred, coddled, a fluffy omelet, an 
occasional vegetable omelet — go 
over a good cookbook and pick 
out a number of new ways—you are 
sure to find them. 


GRAPE SHERBET 


One-half cup granulated sugar. 

One and one-half cups water.

Economical Casserole Dish. 

Cutlets from the neck or shoul- 
der of lamb are economical for the 
casserole dish. The lovely decora- 
tive baking dishes and casseroles 
that can be bought nowadays are 
grand things to dress up cheap cuts 
of meat!. The neck or shoulder cut- 
lets need long, slow cooking and so 
are suggested for this 
method. Peas, small onions 
diced turnips and carrots are cook-

SWEET POTATOES ON HALF 
SHELL WITH SHERRY

WEET potatoes baked on 
S the half shell, with sherry or 
sherry flavoring!

So far as we know, this way 
of doing sweet potatoes is not 
very common and should win 
praises for the hostess who 
seizes the opportunity to be dif- 
ferent. 

Baked Stuffed Sweet Potatoes. 
Six small sweet potatoes. 
Two tablespoons butter. 
Three-fourths cup evaporated 

milk. 

Salt. 

Two teaspoons sherry. 

One tablespoon butter—for top 
of potatoes. 

Scrub sweet potatoes to re- 
move all grit. Bake in a hot 
oven (400 degrees F.) until ten- 
der, about 45 minutes. Cut in 
halves. Scoop out potatoes. 
Mash and season with butter, 
salt, milk and sherry. Beat 
until fluffy. Pile lightly in shells 
or in a buttered baking dish. 
Dot top with butter and heat 
thoroughly. Yield: Six servings.

CAKE FROSTING (UNCOOKED) 


Beat one egg white until foamy, 
then add two tablespoons thin 
cream and one teaspoon vanilla ex- 
tract or any other flavoring de- 
sired.

It is disturbing in only 
one way— it takes a lot of my time 
that ought to be spent taking care 
of the unemployed. 

“Our November grants to the 
states were made at the usual time. 
If we'd stepped up contributions or 
thrown a whole mob on work relief, 
there might have been some excuse 
for their attack. 

“What would the Republicans do 
if they were in office? The only im- 
plication is that they would stop 
paying unemployment funds. They 
are afraid to say that—but that’s 
what they mean.”

whether Communist or Fascist, the Govern- 
ment is the sole fountainhead of wisdom. 
Criticism becomes superfluous, opposition 
frivolous and in practice dangerous. 

The reai difference between the authori- 
tarian and the democratic state is that the 
latter denies this picturesque legend. Ac- 
cording to democratic doctrine, wisdom is a 
kind of plant, to be nourished from many 
sources. It requires constant cultivation, 
careful pruning and a good deal of sun and 
light; above all, it matures slowly. It tends, 
moreover, to exhaust the soil, which must 
repeatedly be fertilized if the plant is to 
be strong and hardy. Stifled by the hot- 
house, it flourishes and grows tough with 
exposure to the elements. Its fruit is an 
enlightened public opinion, democracy’s 
most valuable product and proper sovereign. 

But ii we place our faith in the rule of 
public opinion, the collapse of the Govern- 
ment’s opposition becomes a matter of na- 
tional concern. To those of us who find it 
difficult to shed tears over the plight of the 
Republican party, this is a hard saying. 
That does not invalidate it. You cannot 
have an effective public opinion without an 
effective opposition. Freedom of propaganda 
is no substitute. Dazzled or bewildered, pub- 
lic sentiment is prone to succumb to those 
blandishments which are most alluring.

It is an axiom in law that no man has 
a right to an opinion until he has heard the 
evidence. This does not mean the evidence 
for the defense, or the evidence for the 
prosecution. Least of all does it mean the 
propaganda, pro or con, which may have 
appeared in the press; indeed, a juryman 
who has been prejudiced thereby may be 
challenged and ruled unfit to serve. Evi- 
dence means all relevant facts and admis- 
sible testimony from witnesses sworn to tel! 
“the truth, the whole truth and nothing but 
the truth.” 

It is only on such evidence that public 
opinion, properly so-called, can rest. It is 
a primary function of the opposition to see 
to it that all the evidence is heard. The 
administration, obviously, is an excellent 
agency for publiciziag certain facts and cer- 
tain testimony. It is up to the opposition 
to challenge inaccurate and irrelevant and 
inadmissible evidence. 

Just as obviously, there will be other facts 
and testimony which the administration is 
a poor agency for publicizing, but which 
hevertheless ought to be brought out. and 
that is the affirmative part of the opposi- 
tion's job. The administration, as an inter- 
ested party, will do well if it tells the truth 
and nothing but the truth; it can hardly 
be expected to tell the whole truth. In com- 
plicated issues, it could not, unless it had 
a monopoly of wisdom; often it would not 
if it had. 

It is hardly too much to say that the 
gravest threat to the administration itself 
comes today neither from Tories nor from 
doubting Thomases, but from the collapse 
of the opposition. One can almost imagine 
Mr. Roosevelt paraphrasing Voltaire and de- 
claring that if there were no opposition, we

should have to invent one. For political 
programs must be dramatized, and no one 
is more keenly aware than Mr. Roosevelt 
that the show’s the thing. But any show 
that is not mere display implies a struggie 
or contest, a contest requires an opponent, 
and if no opponent will stand and fight, 
you mav have to set up a dummy in order 
to knock him down. That is not much fun. 

In the absence of open, organized and 
honorable opposition, one is quite likely to 
drop dark hints of secret sabotage and sin- 
ister conspiracy, which may or may not 
exist. I do not say tois is Mr. Rooseveits 
way. Ido say that if he were to adopt it, 
the opposition would be partly responsible. 

There are other reasons why the Demo- 
crats might properly look askance at the 
sorry state of the G. O. P. An aphorism, 
well known to practical politicians, asserts 
that the party in power is never overthrown; 
it lapses into factions and defeats itself. No 
one who knows the first thing about Amer- 
ican political parties, their sectional and 
other cleavages, will deny that this is an 
ever-present danger. 

In the long run, nothing welds a party 
together like persistent and determined op- 
position. It compels a closing of ranks, 
stimulates discipline and so strengthens the 
hand of leadership. It protects government 
against itself, by subjecting its measures 
and the arguments on which they rest to 
the acid test of criticism. — 

In short, it is an integral part of the ma- 
chinery of government; it is government 
sifting and testing its own propositions. Ef- 
fective opposition is consequently second 
only to an effective administration in serv- 
ing the public interest, and the more en- 
terprising the latter, the more important 


the former.

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TWO NURSERY SCHOOLS 
FOR CHILDREN 2 TO 4 


Opened Under Missouri Recon- 
struction Commission— 
Third in Prospect. 


Two nursery schools have been 
opened here under auspices of the 
Missouri Relief and Reconstruction 
Commission and the Board of Edu- 
cation, and a third will be opened 
soon. They provide -omplete day- 
time care for boys and girls between 
the ages of 2 and 4, inclusive. Only 
children of indigent families are ac- 
cepted. 

The present schools are at Neigh- 
borhood House, 1000 North Nine- 
teenth street, for whites, and at the 
Urban League, 2947 Delmar boule- 
vard, for Negroes. The prospective 
nursery school, for whites, will be 
at O’Falion School, 1409 North Fif- 
teenth street. Each nursery will 
have 40 pupils when enrollment is 
completed; Neighborhood House has 
30 now and the Urban League 20. 

Cod liver oil and tomato juice are 
the portion of each child upon ar- 
rival at 8:30 a.m. The morning is 
spent largely in directed play—out- 
doors as much as possible. At noon, 
hot lunch is served, the diets hav- 
ing been prepared to meet the needs 
of the pupils. Much of the after- 
noon, up to dismissal time at 3:30 
o'clock, is spent in sleep; the after- 
noon nap is taken as a matter of 
course. 

Between times, there is training 
in proper health habits and other 
things the child should know. The 
schools are open daily, except Sat- 
urday and Sunday. 

The teachers for these and other 
nurseries in Missouri received a spe- 
cial course of training at Kansas 
City recently. Each school has two 
teachers, a nurse and a cook, all on 
the emergency educational payroll 
of the relief commission at an av- 
erage of $60 a month. They were 
unemlpoyed previously. 

Cost of the food, for which 12 
| cents a day for each child is al- 
_lowed, also is borne by the commis- 
‘sion. Quarters, light and heat are 
furnished by the co-operating organ- 
izations. Daily medical inspection 
of the chidlren is provided: by the 
Board of Education. In case a 
child shows signs of a cold or other 
physical disorder, he is isolated for 
the day. 
| Equipment and toys for the nur- 
\series are being produced by relief 
\workers in various parts of the 
State. 

The nurseries were opened last 
Monday and will run until June 1. 
Miss Christine Glass, State super-

HOOKWORM DISEASE 
DISCOVERER DIES 


Col. Bailey K. Ashford Suc- 
cumbs in Puerto Rico, Scene 
of His Research Work. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, Nov. 2. 
—Col. Bailey Kelly Ashford. who 
treated 300,000 persons in his first 


campaign against the hook worm 
disease which he discovered, died 
yesterday. He was 61 years old 
and had been ill for two years. 

Retiring after 30 years of service 
in the United States Army, Col. 
Ashford continued his research 
work in medicine, becoming wide- 
ly known as an authority in trop- 
ical diseases, and especially anemia. 
He received honors and decorations 
from many countries. Until his 
death he held a chair as Professor 
of Tropical Medicine and Micology 
in the school of tropical medicine 
under Columbia University and the 
University of Puerto Rico. He was 
one of the leaders in the founding 
of the institution. 

Col. Ashford went to France with 
the first division during the World 
War and became a Colonel. He 
received the distinguished service 
medal, as well as the cross of St.

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However, in Many Cases 
Medical Treatment Helps 
Gall Bladder Diseases.

Tec functions of the gall blad- 


der, as they have been deter- 
mined by recent research, were 
described in the article yesterday. 
It serves as a reservoir for bile, and 
this is discharged into the intestine 
only during the process of digestion. 
| | Between periods during which di- 
- |gestion of food is carried on, the 
bile is concentrated by the gall biad- 
der, and when infection of the gall 
bladder occurs, this concentrated 
bile may be deposited in the form 
of gall stones. 

We have, therefore, the possibil- 
ity of many different stages of gall 
bladder trouble. First, the mere 
thickening of the bile due to over- 
concentration, which results from 
digestive disturbances and constipa- 
tion. Second, light infection which 
may go on to the formation of pus. 
Or, third, infection which may go 
on to the formation of stones. 

In the treatment of gall bladder 
disease it is frequently necessary 
to resort to surgery in order to re- 
move the stones or the infection be- 
cause repeated attacks of gallstone 
colic may seriously impair health. 

Frequently, on the contrary, gall 
bladder disease may be sufficiently 


mild and cause so little disability 
that it can be treated by medical 
means. The basis of treatment con- 
sists in emptying the gall bladder 
continually in order to avoid the 
concentration of the infected bile. 
, | This can be done by several meth- 
' lods. 

Certain drugs will relax the open- 
ing of the bile duct into the intes- 
tine and allow the bile to flow out. 
Among them are sodium phosphate, 
magnesium sulphate and sodium bi- 
carbonate. Most successful of all, 
however, is the use of fats, when 
this is permissible, because fats in
